An American edition of the memoirs of this distin. 
quished French soldier, whom Bonaparte was pleased 
to call the “bravest of the brave,” has been published 
by Carey & Hart, of this city. The work has been 
compiled by the Marshall's second son, the Duke of 
Eichengen, trom papers and d in fp 
of the famuilg. It consists of dotes and frag 
of biography, detailing the history of Ney's mmesions 
and campaigns, and the secret business of the duties 
which devolved upon him as @ military officer aud a 
satemman. ‘The volume, as published, docs not come 
dowa farther than.}605, ending with the cepitulauon 
of Ulm. The conclusion of the memvirs, it is pre. 
sumed, will be furnished in a subseq volume. 

In Ney's ch fer there is unq bly much 
to admire, and there are few who do not deeply de 
plore his unhappy end. He was a man of inflexible 
henor and truth, and @ soldier pomessing 8 much ler.
